Drunkards and Hanging the Pictures 
in Saloons Not Approved—Wiscon- 
sin—Measure Passed in 1885 Believed 
to be More Efficacious. 
Kenosha, Wis., Jan. 29—The eyes of 


the-temperance world have been at 
tracted to Kenosha during the last few 
days on account of the act of the Keno- 
shtt city council, which passed a resolu- 
tion instructing the chief of police to 
secure pictures of men on the black list 
and hang copies of them iu all the sa- 
loons of the city. 


The action has created much comment 


and the officials of the Woman's Chris- 
tain 'lemperance Union have denounced 
it. 


The blacklist of Kenosha DOW con- 


tains the names of two men and one 
woman.

Sunday and then attempted suicide by 
burning himself in the midst ot the 
corpses. 
The falling over of a stov« 


was heard by a woman living above the 
Bartruff apartments. She called to s 
policeman, who, after knocking at th« 
door and receiving no answer, burst in 
the door. 


In the center of the room stood Bart- 


ruff, while near by lay the bodies of his 
•wife and his little boy, Carl. The baby 
was found under the stove. Both chil- 
dren were dead, the mother uncon- 
scious. She died at 3. o'clock. Bartrull 
was bleeding from a wood in his head 


He used a glass jar, which was brok- 


en, and a clothes iron and the leg of a 
chair in his murderous work. 
The 


heads of all the victims were horribly 
battered. 
The overturned stove was 


concealed by an ordinary chair and "a 
rocking-chair, which were evidently 
placed on it to catch fire. 


It is thought Bartruff is crazy. Short- 


ly after Bartruff'G marriage, six years 
ago, his father committed suicide. The 
prisoner says he was attacked with one 
of his "spells," because his wife slapped 
his face.

About 15.OOO Men Preparing to Take 


the First Steamer for Cape Xotno. 
Tacoma, Wash.. Jan. 29.—Estimates 


made, by local shipping men show that 
about 15,000 men are intending to re- 
port for Cape Nome by the first steam- 
er from Puget Sound aud Dawson. 
Two-thirds of this number 
will go 


from Tacoma, Seattle and San' Fran- 
rlsco;'the remainder will go down the 
Yukon river from Dawson and other 
Yukon towns. According to the latest 
advices, more than half oE Dawson's 
population will head for Nome as fast 
as the Yukon steamers wintering in the 
upper river can follow the outgoing ice 
down stream.

The following new ruling as to the 


application of the internal revenue law 
to doctors and clubs, is of interest right 
hero in Janesville: 


"A physician who prescribes and sells 


to his patients, whisky, brandy, winp or 
any other alcoholic liquor that is n~>t 
compounded into a medicine by the mix- 
ture of* any drug or medicinal ingredient 
therewith, is required to pay special tax 
as a retail liquor dealer, even though the 
alcoholic liquor thus furnished be pre- 
scribed as a medicine only and so used. 
Every social club.that receives orders 
from its members for alcoholic liquor in 
any quantity lees than five gallons, and 
furnishes the liquor so ordered, and col 
loots pay therefor, or accepts the con- 
sumer's promise to pay in, the future,' 
•ells the liquor to its members and is a 
retail liquor dealer under the internal 
revenue laws, and is required to pay 
special tax accordingly."

gan. Whether the British soldiers hav« 
fought as well as the oflicial reports 
state, or as indifferently as their de- 
tractors assert, is not now of so much 
consequence as the undeniable fact tha( 
the leading and staff work have been 
inefficient to the last degree. The re- 
organization of the British army from 
top to bottom cannot but be the result 
of what is now happening in Soutli 
Africa.

slide sweeping a crew of sno.w fighters 
over a 300 foot precipice. 


But the everyday details of how the 


railroad men keep clear the steel path 
of the big moguls are seldom put into 
print. 
Yet they are interesting, these 


details. 
The very magnitude of the 


task makes it an attractive one to con- 
template—that is, for the people who 
have no share in the responsibility.

Modern machinery and up to date rail- 
road methods have made such delays 
next to impossible in this the fag end 
of the century. 
Instead of days the 


duration of possible delays has been 
reduced to hours. 


Two things have contributed to this 


improved state of affairs. 
One is the 


rotary 
snowplow; the other is the 


snowshed system. 
Of course it would 


Le impractical to roof over thousands 
of miles of track, so only the most ex- 
posed cuts have been housed. The big 
rotaries take care of the rest. 


One transcontinental railroad has 45 


miles of snowslieds whose entire cost 
runs up into the millions of dollars. 
No less than 500 employees are eu- 
gaged in looking after these sheds. 
Another line has 32 miles of suow- 
tilieds which cost a total of over $10,- 
000,000. The cost of maintaining these 
sheds Is something like .$1,000,000 a. 
year. 


The reason for this is that in sum- 


mer, when the sheds are uot needed, 
the}' become dry as tinder and catch 
lire under the slightest pretense. Build- 
ings of any sort on the barren moun- 
tains have been found to be desirable 
shelter for tramps. Besides, they have 
offered a convenient cover for the op- 
erations of mischief doers and train 
•wreckers. Fires once started iu them 
rage through the loug structures like 
so many horizontal chimneys, com- 
pletely destroying thorn and by the 
fierce and concentrated heat warping 
and twisting rails and making the 
track useless. 


As late as last October C.-tOO feet of 


the Central Pacific's suowsheds were 
burned between Cisco and Emigrant 
Gap, badly damaging a steel bridge 
and causing a lotai loss of $50.000. In 
August. ISOS. om> of four tramps rid- 
ing on a freight train threw a lighted 
match or cigarette stump into a tank 
car containing gasoline, causing an ex- 
plosion which killed two of the vaga- 
bonds and destroyed 18 cars filled with 
freight, with 2.SOO feet of snowsheds. 


Iu winters of heavy snowfall the 


weight of the snow alone lias some- 
times 
caused 
disaster. 
During the 


stormy year and snow blockades of 
1884-5 nearly a rnile of suowsheds 
•were swerrt away at Yuba pass, a few 
inilesjyest of Cisco. 


In order to afford necessary protec- 


tion to these important structures the 
railroad management is obliged to take 
them under special protection and su- 
pervision. To this end they have es- 
tablished a permanent observation sta- 
tion on Signal peak, the highest point 
of Red mountain. This peak com- 
mands a view of 35 miles of the snow- 
sheds, embracing nearly all the sheds 
between 
Blue canyon and Summit. 


Here two faithful observers, iu alter- 
nate shifts, are on duty day and night 
from June 1 to Nov. 1 in every year. 
Never do astronomers search the skies 
more diligently for new constellations 
than do these patient watchers sweep 
the long.

purpose. 


The Urst call for the flghting contin- 


gent of the vast railway army is al- 
ways attended by scenes of excite- 
ment. 
In the old days when the ro- 


taries were weapons of the future and 
the snow had to be literally "bucked" 
by maiu force from the tracks casual- 
ties were frequent. The type of plow 
used was a homemade affair, a product 
of the railway shops. It consisted of a 
re-enforced and strongly braced box 
car as a base, upon one end of which 
was built an Iron tipped, plow shaped 
something like a lofty 
cowcatcher. 


Near the top the slides were so ar- 
ranged that tlie snow masses were di- 
rected into the air at an angle. 


Sometimes it happened that the drift 


in the cut was composed of 
damp 


snow and had had time to settle and 
become packed. 
Then the perils of 


snow bucking became perils iu truth. 
The "bucker" with its powerful mo- 
tive force of seven or eight locomo- 
tives was hurled at the drift, aud one 
of two results followed. Either the 
drift was broken or the "bucker" 
crumpled up like a toy of cardboard. 


Stories are still told of the catastro- 


phes occurring during one bard^wlnter 
many years ago: of how in one in- 
stance a "bucker," three engines and 
14 men were buried iu a mass of snow 
for 00 hours aud lhat when the rescu- 
ing party finally* readied, them the im- 
prisoned men were incased at their 
posts like the baker of Pompeii. To- 
day there are no such tragedies. The 
invention of the rotary plow has made 
the clearing away of snow obstructions 
a comparatively easy task. 


In appearance the rotary plow is like 


a huge box car 
strengthened with 


heavy iron girders and plates. 
The 


front end is square and open aud with- 
in can be seen a great steel winged 
wheel somewhat similar to the ordi- 
nary windmill. The edges of the ope,n- 
ing slope inward and are strongly re- 
enforced with iron. 


The "auger." or wheel, revolves upon 


an axle, and as the plow is forced 
against the drift the snow is eaten 
away and blown through funnels pitch- 
ed at an angle above the machine. It 
is seldom that more than two engines 
are required to push the rotary, as it 
works by cutting instead of brute 
force, like the old time "bucker." Kail 
road men are great admlre'rs of the 
new order of machine, and they never 
fail to praise its efficiency.

Washington Star: 
"You may have 


noticed that the Japanese who visit 
America are very moderate smokers," 
said a -prominent Japanese now travel- 
ing in the United States. "Those o£ my 
countrymen who indulge in the vj.eed 
mostly smoke cigarette's or preferably 
the smallest pipes filled with the mild- 
est 
tobacco 
obtainable. 
Of course, 


there are Japanese 
who, like 
some 


Americans, have such a craving for to- 
bacco 
that nothing less than 
the 


strongest cigar or the largest pipe will 
satisfy them. 
But such smokers are 


exceptionally few among the Japanese. 
As a rule, my countrymen, while at 
home and abroad, are satisfied with 
short smokes, such as a cigarette or a 
tiny pipe affords.' The Japanese are 
moderate smokers, not so much be- 
cause they are small people, but for 
the reason that up to within recent 
years but very little tobacco came Into 
Japan and the tariff on it was very 
high. 
Being a poor but frugal race, 


the masses purchased only 
limited 


quantities of the weed, which, as a mat- 
ter of economy, they have- for genera- 
tions been taught to smoke in only the 
tiniest of pipe's. These .pipes, the most 
popular of which hold about as much 
tobacco as would fill an ordinary thim- 
ble, are the survival of the days when 
money was scarce, tobacco clear and 
the tariff high. In another generation 
or two, when Japan shall have taken 
her place among the wealthy nations 
of the world, my countrymen will no 
'loubt smoke large quantities of tobac- 
co, and then the small pipes will be 
abandoned for big ones,'such as Eng- 
lishmen and Americans now smoke."
